TORONTO (CP)—The president 
of the Toronto chapter of the 
Women’s Christian Temperance 
Union said Tuesday night the union 
was opposed to plans to fly beer to 
Canadian troops in the Congo. 

'‘W’hat they need are good strong 
cups of tea—not beer,” said Mrs. E. 


H. Hobson in commenting on the 
announcement that the beer, donated 
by a brewery, would be sent from 
Trenton, Ont., as space permits. 

The men in the Congo have her 
sympathy, she said, but ‘‘I can’t see 
how they can fight if they’re full of 
intoxicating liquor."

His statement lent weight to 
persistent speculation in the, 
capital that Parliament will be 
summoned for a fall session 
before the full impact of 
winter unemployment is felt. 

He also said that he plans 
to seek the views of organiza¬ 
tions such as the Canadian 
Chamber of Commerce, the 
Canadian Manufacturers As- 
aociation, the Canadian Con¬ 
struction Association, the agri¬ 
cultural federations and labor 
leaders. 

fcERIKS OF TALKS 

He avoided describing it as a 
conference but said he looks 
for expressions of opinion at 
meetings. Use of the word 
meetings indicated that there 
may be a series of talks. 

Mr. Diefenbake.- said the 
government already has made 
plans for action against unem¬ 
ployment and they will be 
presented In detail at the next 
session of Parliament. 

EXAMINE ACTION 
“In the meantime we con 
tinu# to examine every possible 
action. Before the next session 
of Parliament I Intend to 
to Ottawa representatives of 
business, labor, farm and other 
leaders of the nation.” 

The prime minister described 
unemployment as “a national 
problem” and mentioned gov¬ 
ernment figures issued Wed 
nesday which estimated 322.000 
were without work and seeking 
Jobs at Aug. 20.

He said unemployment In a 
period of general prosperity is 
a new kind of challenge. 

The economy was providing 
250,000 new jobs for Cana¬

Dr Kotlmeicr. here to visit 
members of his family, said 
the female pelvis is one area 
in which cancer ran readily be 
checked If discovered in the 
first phase, it can be cured by 
minor surgery in 99 per cent 
of eases. 

He said studies ha\p. shown 
that certain rcli change* which 
can bo discovered hv simple 
tests often indicate that cancer 
will break out in the region 
within a period of a few 
months to 20 years. 

These changes produce no 
cancer symptoms, but are 
often the first phase in develop¬ 
ment of the disease. f 

The cancer society’s B C. 
Yukon division has launched 
a scheme under which it is 
hoped every woman over 20 
year's of age ultimately will 
undergo the tests. Doctors are 
doing the tests at minimum 
cost on request. 

Dr. Kottmeier said the cell- 
change symptoms are found 
on an average in only three 
women out of every 1.000 
tested.

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The UN and The Congo 


T HE pathetic Congo comedy of 
errors complete with its cast of 
inept understudies, unsure of their 
lines and willing to mimic the near¬ 
est prompter, still plays on before 
a sophisticated and divided world, 
each side anxious only to see that 
t he stage is kept clear of any en- 
1 ranee l\v the opposing idealogv. 

Surely it can never be more 
obvious than it is now that the 
Congolese are incapable of govern¬ 
ing themselves. Though the names 
of Lumumba, Kasavubu. and now 
Mobutu are fast becoming familiar 
through repetition in the world’s 
newspapers, it is doubtful if they are 
known to any extent by the millions 
of native Congolese they are trying 
ro hard to control. 

Even these so-called strong men 
possess neither the knowledge nor 
the desire to lead their country under 
a democratic form of government. 
New self-appointed leaders spring up 
overnight—the Kindas, the Kanzas, 
the Pakasas, the Rolikangos and the 
Heos to mention a few, to confuse 
the issue even more. 


Meanwhile the country is bank¬ 
rupt, financially as well as morally, 
and trouble brews among the tribes 
and witchdoctors. 

This chaotic condition has no 
easy solution. Fear has been ex¬ 
pressed that the L'N force may have 
to maintain jaw and. order there for 
my thing up to In years However, 
if this is the case, then the UN must 
have more power and wider author¬ 
ity to act. 

One simple answer to the im¬ 
mediate need, though not in itself 
a panacea, is for the UN to follow a 
course set by the old League of 
Natioas: that is, to make the Congo 
Republic an international trustee¬ 
ship, with one of its member nations 
elected as the governing i>ower. 

This would allow the UN to exert 
full civil authority over that unhappy 
land until its people attain the edu¬ 
cational and cultural levels necessary 
for responsible self-government 

Unless this Is done the Congo 
will remain a threat to its neighbors 
and the rest of the world and the 
sufferings of its people will continue. 


Something of Their Own 


I N a notable broadcast in the early 

years of the last war the late Eric 
Knight emphasized the desire of 
Canadian troops overseas to have 
Canadian things. Small or large the 
longing was that these should be 
distinctively theirs, reflecting the 
country whose banner they bore. 
Identity was a matter not only of 
pride but in a complex of nationali¬ 
ties a necessity. 

This Is recalled by reports that 
the Canadian Army will soon he 
issued with American steel helmets.' 
There is nothing wrong with U.S. 
helmets; they are in fact superior in 
comfort and protection to the British 
lypes of combat-helmet which Cana¬ 
dians wore in two wars and which 
the Australians often ditched for 
their own distinctive slouch hats. 
But they would tend to make Cana¬ 
dian soldiers look like American 
soldiers. 

Fears are often expressed about 
the dominance of American influence 
In Canada—economically, culturally 
and militarily. The government is 
credited with the wish to prevent 
this country from being completely 
submerged in the American orbit. 


Here surely is one minor realm in 
which it' might demonstrate its 
separateness. 

As far as we know Canada has 
never designed a steel helmet of its 
own. It is perhaps time it did, if 
only to show that there are some 
items of military equipment it can 
lumish for itself. 

A piece of headgear may not 
loom large in the scheme of national 
defence, although that is all the 
more reason why it should not be 
necessary to depend on someone 
else’s surplus stocks. But recalling 
Eric Knight’s broadcast there is the 
reminder that a Canadian soldier 
likes to appear in his own plumes, 
not borrowed ones. The longing for 
Canadian things is as strong now as 
it was then. 

No doubt it is cheaper to use old 
stocks but Canadianism will not 
flourish if this country is unwilling 
1% foot the bill in order that its 
distinctive character is upheld. On 
this premise alone it would have 
been worth while had the Arrow now 
been in the vanguard of Canada’s 
aerial patrols. 


Broadening Influences 


F DUCATION is a never - ending 
process, and the eagerness of 
people of all ages to learn something 
new or continue the instruction 
begun in childhood is strikingly 
Demonstrated in the success of the 
night' schools. 

In this region the autumn and 
winter program of instruction has 
developed into a department of ma¬ 
jor importance in the education 
system. Last October more than 
5,000 men and women, young, 
middle-aged and elderly, voluntarily 
returned to school for guidance and 
instruction in educational, vocational 
or leisure-time pursuits. The number, 
is almost certain to be greatly in¬ 
creased when the first term of the 
1960-61 program begins in the first 
week of next month 

In more than 150 classes they 
will be studying a wide range of 
subjects offered as a means of en¬ 
abling people to complete formal 
education, improve trade skills or 
learn r.ew ones, study sound business 
practiees, arid learn how to make 
pleasant and possibly profitable use 


of the increasing amount of leisure 
time most employees now enjoy. 

The scope and purpose of this 
excellent program have been amply 
publicized and are generally under¬ 
stood. Less emphasis than there 
should be is placed on the value of 
the social contacts made possible. 

Every winter hundreds, perhaps 
thousands, of new friendships are 
formed in the night schools. New¬ 
comers feeling their way in a strange 
city which has an undeserved name 
for being hard to break into, are 
introduced in classrooms and corri¬ 
dors to others with the same inclina¬ 
tions as themselves, and the barriers 
of reserve are broken down. 

For new Canadians, especially 
those with an imperfect knowledge 
of English, there is a wonderful 
opportunity in these evening classes 
to make friends and gain a footing 
in the community. 

Fellowship is not listed in the 
schedule of subjects, but it enjoys a 
prominent place in the night schools 
nevertheless.

The picture of the German 
soldier as stiff-necked, Intellectually 
solid and an arrogant nationalist, is 
demode. , 

Indeed it |s false, according to the 
press chief of the Federal (West Ger¬ 
man! Defence Ministry. There has 
been an alteration in the philosophies, 
and particularly in the relations be¬ 
tween th^ German press and the Ger¬ 
man army. 

In passing it might be interjected 
that Hollywood had better be advised, 
for its standing image is that of a 
heel-clicking German officer who 
oozes arrogance and authority. 

The new Bundeswehr, It is cited 
In s bulletin issued by the informa¬ 
tion office of the German government, 
is a cross-section of the German 
people—"men who carry with them 
their historical inheritance, in the 
good as well as in the tainted sense.” 


“How could it be otherwise?” the 
bulletin goes on. 4 The old Imperial 
Army, the Reichswehr, the Wer- 
macht, the Federal Border Guard and 
the Labour Service — they were all 
absorbed in the Bundeswehr. which is 
therefore composed of soldiers with 
different traditions and with different 
memories but with essentially the 
same goal.” 

That goal, fairly enough. Is to 
build a useful army for the Federal 
Republic. 

The emphasis has a new' look, 
however. In Itself an army of neces¬ 
sity is a totalitarian machine—it could 
not function efficiently were it other¬ 
wise but in the democratic sense it 
must nevertheless be subject to civil¬ 
ian, which means political, control. 

And one factor in Ihe realization of 
this is the extent to which the press 
is made privy to its operations. 

The German press officer harks 
back to "the old army,” which “lived 
In the happy conviction that its own 
respectability was secured through a 
sufficent number of taboos.” , 


Germans were not altogether 
alone in this, one fears. Armies every¬ 
where tended to a self-sufficient view, 
and indeed at the beginning of the last 
war some of our own military folk 
were apt to suggest it was their pri¬ 
vate show alone. They learned better 
as the war went on and today rela- # 
tions with our armed forces are 
good. Some military secrets, must re¬ 
main Secret but there is no feelirg 
that the forces are separate from the 
communities they represent and 
which support them. * 

It is this philosophy, apparently, 
which no w engag es- the Bundeswehr. 
The BismarkiAn traditions are dead. 
Press officers there were ev>n in 
those days but rather than have the 
press oversee the army the militarists 
“would much sooner have surveillance 
of the press by the army.”

Reports from Ottawa 


T HE aili ged white-haired boys of ' 
the BBG are having cause to 
wonder w r hat became of their albino 
locks. 

Indeed, what is happening in con¬ 
nection with private television net¬ 
work plans is pretty good evidence 
that the Board of Broadcast Gover¬ 
nors has no white-haired boys; that 
it was not motivated by political 
favoritism when it awarded the Tor¬ 
onto TV station licence to the Toronto 
Telegram group. 

There w'ere two stones at the time. 
One was that the BBG gave the nod 
to the Tely because publisher John 
Bassett backs . the Diefenbaker gov¬ 
ernment right down the line, and be¬ 
cause Bassett s main backer in the 
TV enterprise, department store head, 
John David Eaton, has contributed 
handsomely to Tory campaign funds. 

The other—and true story—was 
that the Tely group put forward an 
excellent proposal in the technical 
sense, abundantly financed, and ac¬ 
companied by programming plans 
and guarantees that impressed the 
BBG. But BBG chairman Dr. Andrew 
Stewart also was impressed by the 
proposition put forward by a group 
headed by film entrepreneur S. W. 
Caldwell. 

* * * 

Undaunted by his failure to get the 
TV station licence, Caldwell then pro¬ 
posed to establish a TV network to 
serve the new private TV stations in 
Toronto, Montreal. Ottawa. Halifax. 
Winnipeg, Calgary and Vancouver 
and the existing private station in 
Edmonton. 

The Bassett group agreed in prin¬ 
ciple. but balked at Caldwell’s in¬ 
sistence that he and his financial 
associates have control of the net¬ 
work company by ownership of 51 
per cent of the voting stock. ^Bassett 
A Co. counter proposed a 25 per cent 
Caldwell & Co. interest. 


Unable to do busine.-s with Cald¬ 
well except on Caldwell’s terms, 
Bassett then called a meeting *f rep¬ 
resentatives of, the new private 
stations.'plus Edmonton. He proposed 
that they form a cooperative otgan- 
ization for exchanging filmed and 
video-taped material in lieu of a 
genuine network. The^ agreed. The 
Independent Television Organization 
was born. 

* * * 

Officially, ignoring these ma¬ 
noeuvres within the new industry, the 
BBG held hearings early this month 
on ptoposea conditions to govern the 
establishment and operation of TV 
networks. The 1TO outlined its tape 
exchange plan. Caldwell outlined his 
plan for a private commercial TV net¬ 
work with cable and or microwave 
transmission facilities and created a 
sensation with evidence that it would 
cost less to transmit programs elec¬ 
tronically than by air mailing tapes. 

The BBG’s next move came last 
w f eek. when the board announced it 
woulej hear representation*' Sept. 26 
on proposed changes in the TV broad¬ 
casting regulations. One effect ofr.the 
changes will be to bring the ITO’s 
tape exchange scheme firmly under 
BBG control. 

After the new regulations become 
final, the BBG said, it will receive 
applications for permission to oper¬ 
ate a network. *Then it listed some of 
the factors it considers desirable in 
a network company: 

• It would prefer a company 
wholly Canadian-owned. Some of the 
stations of the ITO group include sub¬ 
stantial blocs of foreign capital. 

• It would prefer a company 
using cable or microwave trans¬ 
mission. 

• It would prefer a private com¬ 
pany providing the opportunity for 
participation, without control, by 
affiliated stations.”

His own political future, 
with the need to be re-elected in 1962, 
will be cloudy.

But a Nixon victory, with the pros¬ 
pect of eight years in the Whitt 
House, will put a long period to 
Rockefeller's national ambitions. Yet 
he intends to go all out for the na¬ 
tional ticket with the determination, 
the stubborn intensity, the charm and 
the humor that have carried him so 
far so fast.

Magistrate Haig Brown, 
from Campbell River, said the 
right of public access to 
streams. lake* and waterfront 
Is essential for the full recrea 
tinnal use of these resources. 
Hr called for government as¬ 
surance of such rights by 
statute. 

He *aid recognition of de 
mand for outdoor spare and 
outdoor recreation by the gen 
eral public and by govern 
ments is tbe first prerequisite 
cf meeting it. 


"There is an increasing pub¬ 
lic awareness of a rexponsi 
bility to preserve and protect 
recreational values, even at 
some commercial cost. 

"However, outdoor recrea 
tion does not include Coney 
Isiands or h«t dog stands, 
souvenir shops or carnival 
grounds, or even golf courses 
and athletic fields. All these 
things are good in their own 
way and in their place, hut 
they do not belong in or near 
parks, wildlife sanctuaries or 
natural reserves. 

"If we allow: attractions of 
this sort to become established 
in parks, we are simply mov-, 
Ing the city out to recreations! 
land and establishing the de 
velopment of outdoor slums." 

Magistrate Haig Brow n also 
called for a limit on activities 
by "the outdoor gadgeteei" —i 
among them the powerboat 
operator and the trailer- 
camper. "when these interfere 
with or detract from more 
legitimate outdoor uses."

Red Carpet Narrators 


With Khrushchev and all his 
stooge* in town in the middle of a 
presidential election, it's going to he 
a tumultuous- couple of weeks for old 
New York. Over the weekend, tele¬ 
vision- demonstrated again what it 
does very well and what it dors very 
badly in the field of news. 

What it does very well is reveal 
personality to an extraordinary de¬ 
gree. What it does awkwardly is io 
cover breaking news like ihe arrival 
of Khrushchev. Both NBC and TBS 
covered Ihe arrival of the Baitika 
with a thoroughness that cuts new 
heights of ennui’ For 45 minutes, mil¬ 
lions of people looked at pictures of 
the ship lariding while .Joe Michaels 
and John Rich of NBC groped for 
something interesting to say. Here's 
a sample of what they said. 

“The first line has hit the pier. 
Heie comes the line following the 
light line which was thrown down. 
It looks like a steel cable." 


Invariably for the lack of anything 
else to say. the commentators get. 
talking about the red carpet itself. 

However, when Nikita »I cant 
spell Khrushchev) got off the boat 
and unlimbered his disarmament pro- 
p<>-als within two minutes of arrival 
here. 1 here's no doubt the networks 
had a red hot story right off the 
stove. yNBC had trouble with its 
sound and muffed it. CBS had a 
translator right there so you got the 
speech translated twice, once by a 
CBS man and once by the official 
Russian translator. 

As at the convention, the arrival 
of Nikita and company showed the 
painful inability of television to edit 
bieaking news. I don’t know what to 
suggest any more than they'd know 
what to do about it. The networks 
like to say they were there hut 
who's looking at that hour*’ Both 
networks had an excellent summary 


of w hat Khrushchev's speech meant, ** 
light ofi top of the speech and that ** 
part of it was wonderful.

One thing is for sure: We re g J o- 
Ing to see more of the presidential 
and vice presidential candidates than 
any other in history. The threat of 
overexposure and of had exposure is 
dhe. The great debate, if that's what 
it is, is going to start next Monday 
on every TV station. It's a close 
race, and it's my guess that thes# 
television interchanges ate going to 
he derisive A mistake on anyone* 
part is going to he disastrous. 

Cabot lyidge for example, was on

knowledgeable, handsome, authorita¬ 
tive and very impressive. At first. 
But then he began to get snappish - 
and it's my guess he lost the Repub¬ 
lican* some vote*.
